made a magistrate, as a i)er!»ecutor, at leiiAt in one 
instaiicCy — that of ^ Aune Coleman and four of htr 
/ricnds." Of him Hawthorne says, in the chapter on 
the Salem Custom^Iiouse iircfixcd to *'Thc Scarlet 
Letter:" — , . i » ^ 

**T]io ligureof tliat>(irst ancestor, investcil hy family 
tratlitiou with' a (lim and dusky gnindeur, was present 
to my lioyish imagination as far back as I can remem- 
ber. It still haunts me, and induces a sort of home- 
feeling with the past, which I scarcely claim in refer- 
ence to the present phase of the town. I scein to liavo 
a stronger claim to residence here on account of this 
grave, beanled, s;ibIe-cloaked, and stceple-crowne<l pro- 
genitor, who came so early with his Bible and his swonl, 
and trodo the unworn street with such a stiitcly porty 
and made so large a figure, as a man of war and jieace, 
— a stronger claim than for myself, whoso name is 
seldom heard and my face hanlly known. He was a 
soldier, legislator, judge ; ho was a ruler in the church ; 
he had all the PAritanic traits, lioth good and evil. 
He was likewise a bitter persecutor; as witness the 
Qrfakerti who have rememl>ered him in their histories, 
and relate an incident of his hard severity towanl a 
woman of their sect, which will last longer, it is to bo 
feared, than any record of his better deetls, though 
these were many." 

The son of this William was John, who bore the 
title of Colonel, and was a judge during the famous 
witch-trials of Salem. In this capacity he is reconlcd 
to have been bitter and stem, and an instance of his 
sereritj toward a woman, as related by her husbaud,

the present writer, m their rcprcscntntive, hereby take 
simroo upon myself for their Bukes, ami pruy that any 
curse incurred hy them -* as I have heaitl, and us the 
dreary and unprosperons condition of the race, for 
many a long year bock, would argue to exist — may 
be now and henceforth removed." 

It it interesting to trace the family through tiicse 
slight records, not only liecjuise of the coimnon interest 
in the antecedents and early associations of men of 
geniusi but because they have passed into some of 
lIawthome*8 best work. " The Gentle Hoy," one of 
tlio roost tender and lieautiful of the short stories, evi- 
dently sprang from that blot on the family history left 
by the unhappy xeal of William Ilatliorne ; and '* The 
House of the Seven Gxddes ** is built uiK>n the curse 
invoked upon Jo^n Ilathorno by the husband of the 
fainting witcli. 

Another slight reminder of the Hawthorne records 
may be found in " Lady Eleanore*s Mantle," one of 
the *' Legends of the Province House." The name of 
the insane lover of the proud English girl it Jervase 
Ilelwyse, a name which appears in the family records 
as Gervase Elwes, Holies, or Holwyse (see " English 
KoCe-Books," i-ol. i., May SO, 1854 ; vol. ii., July SO, 
1857), though, as no foundation api>ears for the cliar- 
acter or incidents, the name was probably taken merely 
for its picturesqueness, and its giving to the character 
in the author's mind a slight hold on reality. 

PotsiMy, also, some association with the estate of 
W^goaatle, and the tninsplanting of a branch of the 
iasSlj to Massachuiettii may have been joined with 
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to tlio c:ivc8 by tlio nccumulution of new soil. Fioni 
iatber to 8on, for above a hun<Irocl years, tliey followed 
the sea ; a gray-headed shipmaster in each generation, 
retiring from the quarter-deck to tlie homestead, while 
a boy of fourteen took the herotlitary place liefore the 
mast, confronting the salt .spray and the «;ale, which 
liail blustered against his sire and gnindsire. The 
boy, also, in due time, passcil from the forecastle to 
thu cabin, s|MMit a tempestuous manhoofl, and nUurned 
from his world- wanderings to grow old and die, and 
mingle his dust with the natal e;irth." 

This answers in some slight degree, at least far 
enough to have suggested it, to the dt^scription of the 
Maules in ''The House of the Seven Gables." 

It is worthy of note, however, that one of these sail- 
ors, Daniel Ilathorne, gran<1father of the auihor, en* 
joyed some local celebrity during the Revolution as 
the commander of a privateer. 

Natiiamkl IIawtiioknk was bom in Union Street, 
Salem, ^Fass., July 4, 1804. Ilis fiilher, Nathaniel ' 
also, was a sea-captain, and dietl of fever at Surinam 
in 1808, leaving a widow and three children, Nathaniel 
and his two sisters. Forty years afterward the son 
was recogniced from his resemblance to his father by 
a sailor who had known tlie captain at the time of his 
deatli in Surinam. 

Mrs. Ilathorne, whose maiden nnme was Elisabeth 
Manning, now removed with her family to a house of 
her brotlier's in Ilerliert »Street, and it was here that 
Hawtbonie*s early boyhood was spent. 

Al about tlie oge of seven he went to a school 
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of erratic tern pcrnmen to I Everything is lieautiful in 
yoiitli, for nil things nrc allowed to it tiicn. ' " 

PosKil>ly tills idle lifo had us much to do in ripening 
the genius of Ilawthonio as uny of his studies, if his 
discursive, desultory reading may ho called study. 
Among his early favorites in books were Bunyun, 
Spenser, Shakespeare, Sir iMiilip Sydney, lililton, 
Tliomson, and Gray; and there are traces of famiU 
iarity with some of them in liis l)ooks, the allusions to 
Dunyan iMung ]K*rhaps more frequent than thoso to 
any other antlior. **T})c Celestial Railroad" is a 
satire founded on •* The Pilgrim's Progress," and his 
tendency to allegory is due, no doubt, to his early lovo 
for Spenser and Bnnyan. Judging from •* Fanshawe/* 
hiM earliest novel, he must have read Scott with care • 
and admiration. Voltaire, and Kousseau, also, are s:iid 
to have been early read, and ** The Newgate Calen* 
dar " was a favorite of his boyhood. 

It is by no means to bo supposed, because he is ro- 
niarkably free from quoUitions and allusions, that ho 
read little, or that he owed little to reading. It may 
Ix) that his genius found comparatively little congenial 
to it in books, and that that little was so a|)propriate<l 
and transforme<l by his own originality that it became 
a diifcrent thing and would have been no longer rep- 
resented by the original form. Tlio matter of his 
best work, much of it, is elaborated from the annuls of 
crnrly historians, and from slight incidents in his own 
experience minutisly obscrve<l and noted. 

An early tendency toward literature is shown by 
fowe boyish journals and copies of a paper, ^The 
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life the itnino year, wliicli is publislied io the volume 
with "* Fuubhawe.*' 

From the time of his grnduntion in 1825 till 1838 
Iluwthorno live<l mostly in Salcni, prcsumubly in the 
I lurbcrt Street house, which seems to have had a face 
towanl. Union Street as well. It is to a chamber in 
tiiis house, and to this perio<l of his life, that the often- 
qiiotetl sentence in the ** Note- Books *' refers, *'In this 
dismal duunlier pamb was won," and the passage dated 
October 4, 1840: — 

^* Hero I sit in my old nccustomed chamber where I 
used to sit in days gone by. Here I have written 
many tales, — many that have liecn burned to ashes, 
many, doubtless, that deserved the same fate. This 
claims to be called a haunted chamber, for thousands 
upon thousands of visions have ap|>eare<l to me in it : 
and some few of them have become visible to the world. 
If ever I should have a biographer he ought to make 
great mention of this chamlier in my memoirs, because 
no much of my. lonely youth was waste<l here, and 
here my mind and character were formed ; and here 
I Imve Ix^en glad and hopeful, and here I have been 
despondent. And here I sat a long, long time, wait- 
ing patiently for the world to know me, and some- 
times wondering why it did not know me sooner, or 
whether it would over know me at all, — at least till 
1 were in my grave. And sometimes it seemed as if I 
were already in the grave, with only life enough to be 
chilled and benumlied. liut oftener I was happy,-— 
at least, as happy as I then knew how to be, or was 
aware of the possibility of being. By and by the 
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Dr. Melmoth, the president of the college, is a simple- 
minded and gullible old pedant, very well brought out 
in the scenes of chapters v. and vii. 

This lK>ok Hawthorne afterward tried to suppress, 
▼cry naturally, as his views and aims io romance de- 
Tclopcd later into an originality with which it has 
Dothing in common. But it was rcpublihhed in 1879, 
as being of interest to students of his genius. 

During this residence in Salem, Hawthorne made 
some journeys by cjirriage with an uncle, aliout New 
England and iierhaps New York. These journeys 
prolmbly suggtwtetl and furnished material for the 
•• Passages from a Relinquished Work," the •* Sketches 
from Memory," describing Burlington, Rochester, 
Niagara, and the AVhite Mountains, •• The Seven Vag- 
abonds," **Chippings with a Chisel," located in 
^Iartlia*8 Vineyard, and the description of Fort Ti- 
condcroga. A letter written on one of these expe- 
ditions in 1831 describes a visit to the Shaker set- 
tlement at Canterbury, N. II., which must have sug- 
gested ••Tlie Canterbury Pilgrims" and " The Shaker 

Bridal.- 

His quiet and almost solitary life at this time, and 
hU lonely walks about the town and iu vicinity, gave 
rise, no doubt, to those sketches of Salem, ••Foot- 
prints on Uie Sea-shore," «• NightrSketches," ••The 
Toll-Gatlicrer's Day," and "The Village Uncle." 
Tlie «• Journal of a SolitJiry Man " may represent his 
feeling about his own career during this period. How 
it looked to him afterward is indicated in the passage 
alieady. quoted, and, from another mood, in the fol- 



lowing from the •• English Note-Books," at Cliristmas, 
1854: — 

••I think I have lieen happier this Christmas than 
ever before, — by my own (ireside, and with my wifo 
and children about me, — more content to enjoy what 
I have, less anxious for anything beyond it, tu this 
life. My early life was perhajis a good pre|>aration 
for the declining half of life; it having been such a 
blank tliat any thereafter would compare favorably 
with it. For a long, long while I have occasionally 
been visitctl with a singular dream; and I have an 
in)pre«»8ion that I have drciimed it ever since 1 have 
been in England. It is, that I am still at college, — 
c»r, sometinic.<i even at school, — and thero is u senso 
tliat I have been there unconscionably long, and have 
quite failc<l to make such progress as my con tern pora- 
riuii have done ; and I seem to meet some of them with 
a feeling of shame and depression that broo<ls over 
mo as I think of it, even when awake. This dream, 
recurring through all theso twenty or thirty years, 
nnist bo one of the effects of that heavy seclusion in 
which I shut myself up for twelvo years after leaving 
college, when everybody moved onward and left me 
behind. How strange that it should come now, when 
I may call myself famous aud prosperous! — when I 
am happy, too ! " 

The next attempt in literature wa* a set of stories 
cdled •« Seven Tales of my Native Land," and bearing 
the motto, •« We are Seven." ITiese, after many dis- 
couragemcntB in looking for a publisher, Hawthomo 
gavo to a Salem printer, who intended to bring them 
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out at a ftivorablo opportunity. But, wearied by bU 
long delay, tlie author recalled tlie luanuhcript and 
iHiriiei] it. On this incident is foundeil '* The Devil 
i\\ Manuscript.*' 

About 1H.')0 Hawthorne ivas engageil by the *' Be- 
wick I'ublishin*; Coni|Kiny," in which S. G. Goodrich 
(•• l*ulcr Parley ") was prominent, to go to lk>ston as 
c!<litor of ^The American Magazine of Ubcful and 
Entertaining Knowledge,*' a post in which he did a 
great deal of work at u salary of live or six hundred 
dollars a year. Many of the articles were written by 
hill sister, who also hidjied him in the '* Universal IIis« 
tory " which he wrote for Goodrich, and for which he 
received one hundred dollars. 

Meantime, contributions of his were ap|)caring, some- 
tiinet under assumed names — Oberon, A. A. Uoyco, 
aud others, — in various perimlicals, — the Stdem Ga- 
zeite^ tlie New Enffiand Magazine^ the Boston Token 
and Aliantie Souvenir^ — the latter edited by Goorl- 
ricli. These attracted some notice and favorable crit- 
icism, some of them being copied into London jieri- 
odicals. 

Tlirongh the intervention of Horatio Bridge, they 
were collectcil early in 1H37, and publishe<l under the 
title, •*Twice-Told Tales." They include two of the 
stories founded on early Kew Kngland annals, — **Tho 
Gray Champion," based on a tradition of one of the 
jinlgf^ of Charles I., and ** The Maypole of Merry 
Mount," in which Kndicott appears as the emlKMliment 
of tUe Puritan spirit* Besides these are the allego- 
•• Fancy's Show Box," '« The Great CarbuDcie," 
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rf " M*?i ^^'^'''''' ^'"'"•'^ • " " The Hollow of the 
nm^ Iills, one of the typical stories of witchcraft, 
fore^hadownig some of his later and move |>owerful 
wcn-k ; the curious study, -• Wakcfidd ; " the iK>pnIar 
(111 rom the IWn Pump;" the pretty LLy, 
• l>iv,d Swan," lu which the light-he^trtcnl boy goes o^. 
.18 pilgrimage unconscious of the shadows of ,H>ssihiIi. 
ties that have fallen across his sleeping face; the pa- 
thetic story of Qnaker suifering, ^ The Gen Ue Boy ; " 
Dr. Heidegger s Ex,>eriment," touching a subject 
which reci^s again in *• Septimius Rdton " and "Tl'e 
IXilbver iomance;" and the light humor of ^^Mr. 
lI.gg«nhotham*s CaUtstrophe.*' - thus including ula^ost 
every ca.« of subject on which ho afterwanl tuclKT 
ii-;;h m all he .x,se to higher levels in his lateT.n;;k: 
Six or seven hundred copies of the book were sold 
and u was favorably criticised, noticeablv 1;^: 
follow m the North American Jievietc. This \^t

•shamed of thom. They would have been l>ettor, I 
trust, if written under moro favorublo circumxtances. 
1 liavo had no external excitement, — no conscious- 
iiess tliat the public would like what I wrote, nor much 
hope, nor a ]>:issionat6 desire, that they ^hould do so. 
NcYerthelcss, having nothing else to 1)0 ambitious of, I 
have licen considerably interested in literature ; and 
if my writings had made any decided impression I 
sltoukl ha%*e been stimulate<l to greater exertions ; but 
there has lieen no warmth of approbation, io that I 
have always written with benunibeil fingers. 1 ha%'e 
another gn*at dilliculty in the lack of materials ; for 
I have seen so little of tlio world (Imt I have nothing 
but thin nir to concoct my Morics of, and it is not easy 
to givo a life-like semblance to such shnilowy stuff. 
Sometimes throngk a |iccp-holu I have caught a glimpse 
of the real worhl, and the two or threo nrticlcs in which 
I liHve portrayed theso glimpses please me lictter than 
the others. 

" I have now, or shall soon have, a sharper spur to 
exertion, which I lucked at an earlier period ; for I 
•ee little proKp(>ct but. that I shall have to scribble for 
m living. But this troubles me much loss than you 
would suppose. I can turn my pen to all sorts of 
drodgery, such as cliildren's books, etc., and by and by 
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I^aU get some editorship that will «„,wer my p„r.

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With the change of administration, two years later 
(Hawthorne, was a Democrat), tliis iioftilioii was lost. 
About this timo the first part of *' Gmndfatliers 
Chair" was written, and published in lk>ston and New 
York ; the second part not being brought out till 1842. 
Tliis is a series of stories for children, in which some 
of the striking and picturosfpie events in early Amer- 
ican history are connected by association with an old 
clmir, originally given by the Earl of Lincohi to his 
daughter, Lady Arabella Johnson, from whom it passed 
in succession to a long series of colonial worthies down 
to tlie time of the Hevolution, — Roger AVilliams, 
Anoe Hutchinson, Sir Henry Vane, President Dun- 
liter of Ilnrvanl, several govornorA of Massachusetts, 
Eliot, U>e Indian apostle, Cotton ^lathrr, and othei*8. 
** The Piiie-Trec ShillingM," which has been so wiilely 
copied in lK>oks for children, is one of the stories of 
*• Grandfather's Cliair." 

In April, 1841, Hawthorne tried a new kind of life, 
— - the life which gave us ^^Tlie Blilhedale Uomance.'* 
Anong the railical thinkers and entliusiasts of that 
day in Boston originated a scheme of social reform, a 
theory of communism which united some of the feat- 
ures of European socialism with American ideas ; and 
under the leadership of the late George Ripley, for- 
merly a Unitarian clergyman, afterwanls known as 
editor of the " American Cyclopnxlia," and literary 
editor of the New York Tribune^ a community was 
established in AVest Roxbury. 

Tlie design was to combine bodily labor with mental 
culture, and by giring all a share in the production of 
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tlie necessaries of life, to give all a sluiro of time for 
the pursuit of its higher objects. Tl,o name •* Brook 
Farm " was given to the home of the community. 
Kich had his allotted share of house or farm work, 
leaving some leisure for study, and the evenings wero 
given to social discussions, readings, or amu^ments. 
'i hose families who chose had separate houses ; and it 
was with some view to making his homo there after his 
marriage that Hawthorne joined the community. His 
eA|K?rience there iind his ivusons for leaving may bo 
found in the - American Note- Books," the lirst part of 
the second volume. The princiiial one was, that the 
exhaustive bodily lalior left him no strength for lit- 
erary work and in i o mood for it^ so ihat, as far nt^ 
he WJ4S concerned, the ex|K.rinient of combining the 
tuo was a failure. He st^iycd only one year at Brook 
Farm. Oliservutions on that kind of life, suggested by 
his rcMtlence there, are scattcrcil through •• The Blithe- 
dale Romance." Many memlK^n, of tlie community 
are mentioned in the " Noto-Books - and in the preface 
to " The Blithedale Romance." 

The novel which grew out of this experience will bo 
noticed hereofter, since it was not written till ten years 
later. 

In July, 1842, Hawthorne was married and went to 
»ve in Concord, JIoss., in the house well known to all 
ns readers as the Old Manse. Notes of his residence 
licre are included in the second volume of the " Amer- 
lean Note-Books," and a description of the life he led 
in the chapter intwiuctory to the •* Mosses from an 
Old Manse." Hig time was now given up to writ- 
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iDg, aiid his journals sliow that he had entered on a 
much more contcntwl and witisfactory life, — a change 
marked hy incrciiscd iwwer and depth in his writings, 
AS well as by greater activity and productiveness. 

In 1845 the second volume of •• Twico-Told Tales " 
was publishocL It oiKsns with the four '• Legends of 
the Province House." This old building, now gone, 
the residence of tlie royal governors, is dcscrilwd in 
the introduction to those charming romances founded 
on the slender annals of colonial times. **Endicott 
and Uic Red Cross " is drawn from the same source. 

** Tlie Seven Vagalionds " is a fantastic laic whoi^o 
sllegorical significance is more delicately conveyed than 
thai of perhaps any other of the stories of this char- 
jicler^ by an impression brought away from the read- 
ing, rather tlian by any definite applications one u 
lorced to make of it as metaphor. 

Among the other more noticeable tales are •* Tlie 
Wliite OW Maid," *• The Ambitious Guest," and •• TIjc 
Tlireefold Destiny." •* The IIaunte«l Mind," ** Snow- 
Flakes," - The Sister Years," •♦Night Sketches," and 
•« FootprinU on the Sea-Shore " are essays or mus- 
ings. 

In the same year Ilawthomo edited the •* Journals 

of an African Cruiser," for Horatio Bridge, and the 
•* Papers of an Old Dartmoor Prisoner," the latter 
published in the Democratic Review. 

In 1846 the *« Mosses from an Old Manse" was 
pnblisbed in New York in two volumes, which con- 
tain, on tlie whole, his best work in short stories, and 
em praCMod by one of his mo. t delightful essays, ** The 
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Old Manse." In some of them, it may be, the alle- 
gory is too apparent, but in general they iire very deep 
and seai'cliing studies of tlic heart and conscience. 
Among the best are " Young Goodman IJrown," 
•• Hoger Malvin's Burial," " Kappaccini's Daughter," 
which is usually placed highest, and *' Drowne*s Wooden 
Image." "The Birthmark "' and "The Artist of 
the Beautiful" also rank high in the estimation of 
critics. 

** The Celestial Railroad " is a clever satire on 
modern religion; "The Intelligence Oflice," "The 
Procession of Life," and "Ejirtli's HolociiUtft" aro 
conceits with a burden of symbolic meaning. •• Tlie 
Old Apple-Dealer " is a stndy of a character with the 
lea-^t possible amount of coloring. " P.'s Correspond- 
ence " is mainly interesting, perhaps, for the curious 
speculation, under the guise of a lunatic's vagaries, on 
what age might have made of those early poets of the 
century who died young or in middle life, — e8i)ecially 
of what its 8ol)ering and conservative tendencies would 
have done for Byron, Burns, Shelley, and Keats. 
"The Hall of Fantasy," "A Select Party," and "A 
Virtuoso's Collection " are ingeniously executed fan- 
cies. " Mrs. Bullfrog " is a light, humorous sketch, 
and " Fire Worship " and ••Buds and BiixlVokjes" 
are delightful essays. 

In 181G Hawthorne was appointed surveyor in tho 
Salem Custom-House, an oflice which he filled till 
1849. There are no records of these years in tho 
" Note-Books," but it was during them that the first 
draught of " Tlie Scarlet Letter" was written, designed 
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oat story ho had put into my hamliif ami told him 
that I wotdd come n;;iiitt to Siilem I ho next cUy and 
aiTaii;;o for its |iiib)ic:aion. I went on in such an 
amazing Rtato of excitement wheit wo met agiiin in tho 
lillle house, that he wciuld not lielieve I was really in 
eamciit. lie seemed to think I was besi«1e myself, and 
hiu^heil sadly at my enthusiasm. However, we soon 
arranged for his appearance again befoi-e tlie pnhlic 
with a book.'* 

The iMtrmluctory chapter to thin hook, ** Tlio Cus- 
tom- lluuse,** gives a picture of the life of tlu* fturroynr 
Utere, with some sketches of his brother oHicinU. which 
very naturally exciteil ;;rievous indignation in Salem. 
Its allusions to tho Ilathonies have lieeu already rc« 
ferrcil to. The account of the finding of the old cm- 
brotdoretl Kater and the matin»rript is, of course^ ficti* 
Ijocis. But tho punishment which gives the story its 
luune is actually prescribc«1 in tlie old colonial n'gu- 
liUioas, and was rcfcrreil to by the author long before, 
in the picture of a Puritan town in the story ** Endi- 
coax and tlio Red Cross.** 

I^ke all of Hawthorne's novels, '** The Scarlet 
Jitter** lias but a slender plot and but few characters 
with an innuence on the development of tlio story. Its 
IpneAi dramatic force de|iem1s entirely on tho mental 
•tales of llio actors and tlieir relations to one another, 
— relatkms of conscionco, — relations between wrongod 
and wrongers. Its groat bunlen is tho weight of uu- 
Acknowlodgoil sin as seen in tlio remorse and cowanliee 
and soflcring of tho liov. Arthur Dimmesdale. Cou- 
tnaled with hia oonoealod agony is tho consunt ood-

The book, though corresponding in its tone and 
burden to some of the shorter stories, had a more 
sttirtling and dramatic character, and a strangeness, 
which at once took hold of a larger public than any 
of tliose had attracted. Though im|>crfcctly comprc- 
heiidod, and even misunderstood in some quarters, it 
was seen to have a new and unique quality ; and Haw- 
thorne's reputiition became national. 

Tho book was pnblisheil by Ticknor, Reerl, and 
Fields, in 18^0. The first edition of five thousand 
Cdpios wa. rapidly exhausted, and it was reprinted in 
Kiii^land. 

In the summer of ld*>0 Hawthorne went for change 
and country air to Lenox, lierkshire County, Massa- 
chusetts, where he lived until the autumn of 18ol. 
There are some slight notes of this residence in tho 
latter part of the second volume of the "American 
^ote-Books," and references to the scenery and the 
literary resident, of the place may bo found in the 
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prefatory nml concluding cliapters to the stories of tlio 
« Woncler-Dook." 

" The House of the Seven Gables " was begun at 
Lenox in the autumn of I80O, fuiiRhed in January, 
I80I, and puhlislied in tlio same year. It met with 
great success in both America and Knghind. 

ITiis book, wliich iho author himself preferred to 
hiA previous novel, is of quieter tone than ** Tlio Scar- 
let Letler." It is more minulely ehdwrated, and its 
pathos depends more on the peculiar temperaments of 
its clmmcters. Tlio scene is laid in Salem, aiul the 
bouse, which much effort has Inien made to identify, 
corresponds in many poinU to an ohl dwelling for- 
merly standing there, known as the Curwen IloukO, 
aud sometimes callctl " the old witch-house." Engi-av- 
iiigs from a picture of it are useil as illustrations of 
llie book. Some poinU in the story corresjionding 
to the history of the Ilawthornes were noted in tlio 
begiuuiug of this sketch. A hint of the grant of land 
in Maine may be seen in the account of the estate of 
General Knox, a visit to which is describwl in the 
•-American NoielUjoks," vol. i., August 12, 1837. 

The character of CliiTonl and the problem of his 
•trange destiny, the mockery of fate, which, having 
ailaptetl him so delicately to an existence of sensuous 
refinement, stripi>ed him in his youth, at one brutal 
stroke, of everything fair in life, and threw him among 
the lowest and coarsest surroundings, is the great 
•lady of the book. It* |)ervading thought is the the- 
ory of ioheriUnce, the . rej^etitwu of an original type 
and* then down a family line, and the curse of 
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wrongKloing, blasting innocent lives when wronger 
and wronged are dust. 

The characters of Ilepr.ilmh and PiKcho are beauti- 
fnl types, strongly contrasted on the surface, but hav- 
in;( at bottom tin intimate kinship in moral njHightness 
and capacity for devotion. That of Jndge Pyncheon 
also is excpiisitely worked out in the subtle self.dece|»- 
tion of the hypocrite, — no character being so gi-eat 
a favorite in fiction, and none so often ImWy drawn, 
as that of the hy|K)criie, lucjinse it looks so nnicli 
more easy and uncomplicateil than it is. The roost 
admired scene of the book is that of chapter xviii., 
where the judge sits waiting for Clitlbrd in the ances' 
tral chair. 

The use of the name Pynchcon drew down a shower 
of indignation on the author from Pyncheons who felt 
themselves ag;;rieved by it, one of them demanding 
that some other he substituleil for it in the book. Aii^ 
other, with curious inconsistency, while complaining 
of the desecration of his ancestral name, asked that 1*1 
be spelled in the novel without the f, that Iwing tho 
orthography in use in his family. 

During six weeks of the summer of I80I tho 
"Wonder-Book" was written in Lenox. Tl»is m 
a children's book, made up of classic legends, re-told 
for them, and set in a slight frame-work, as entertain- 
ment given to a company of children at Tangle wood, 
a family residence in Berkshire. 

In Noveml)er, being wearied with inland life, ILiw- 
thorne went back to the east, and settled for the win- 
ter in West Newton, Massachusetts, where ho wrote

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In the siiaiDer of 1852 Hawtlionie remoTed to a 
hooM whkii he hail bonghl of A. B. Alcoit in Concord, 
cfanaging the name ^The IlilUide,** whidi Ur.

In thb year Frauklin Picroe, after liii nomination 
lor the iiresidency, atited llawtliorne to write hit hi- 
ograpby, to be used aa a campaign document. This 
Ilawthome felt that he could not refute to do, on 
aeeoont of their old friendship, though he did it some- 
what reluctantly, as being out of his chosen line of 
work* It drew on him some censure by its dealing 
wkh the skrery question, of which, of course, it took 
Ike democratic view.

Ift tbe spring of 18o9 Pierce was in Italy, at a time 
^ f/mk trial in Hawthorne's family, — the dangerous 
%m of his daughter with Boman fever; and his 
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kindly offices and sympathy, mentioned in the " Note- 
Books," under date of April 18, 1859, had drawn 
closer the old lionds of friendship, and no doubt udcksd 
to Hawthorne's desire to make a public expix»t»ion of 
his regard at a time when his friend was being pub- 
licly disparagcil. Possibly the anxiety of Uie pulilish- 
ers about the dedication was suggested by tlie reception 
of an article published in the Atlantic ifonthly for 
July, 1862, — an account of a visit to Washington the * 
previous April, which has not been reprinte<l. lu 
views of war-matters were not strong enough for the 
tone of feeling then prevailing at the North ; though, 
looked at from tliis distance, there would seem to**b6 
nothing in it inconsistent with the purest patriotism. 
In "Yesterdays with Authors" Mr. Fields gives a 
description of President Lincoln which was omitted 
from the article at his request, as Ix-ing too peraonal 
for publiaition during the life of the subject 

" Our Old Home " was published with the dedica* 
tion ; and, notwithstanding the publisher's fears, was 
highly successful. Its judgments on the English were 
naturully not appredated in England, and it was criti- 
ciscil in no amiable spirit hy many English journals. 
On this subject Hawtliome wrote to Mr. Fields : — 

" Tlie English critics seem to think me very bitter 
against their countrymen, and it is perliaps natural 
that they should, because their self-conceit can accept 
nothing short of indiscriminate adulation ; but I really 
think that Americans have more cause than tliey to 
complain of me. Looking over the volume, I am 
rather surprised to find that whenever 1 draw a ooid.

Ibit they do me great injustice 
in wpixjsing I hate them. I would as soon hate my 

own people." • 

About 1801, it is supiwsetl, Hawthorne wrote " Sei>. 
timiiw Felton,** the incomplete romance discovered 
»mnng]ii» papers after his death. It is founded on a 
«earcli for the elixir of life. This idea as a subject 
^OMroroanco had evidently been in his mind for a 
l«»g time. It is alluded to in the ** Notc-I^ooks," and, 
■wlcr tlio form of a youth restoring conlial, was tho 
•ttbjcctof "I>H:tor Heidegger's Kx|)eriment." AVith 
*•• ir.is unitcfl the legend of tlic " lJioo<ly Footprint," 
*»" Smithcirt Hall, which he had seen in England. 
TIhj reader's symiitithy in the story is apparently not 
"»Moil to go with Septimius, the seeker for the 
^fEal. He exhibits the coldness, narrowness, and 
^ncM of heort that result from an absorbing, self- 
Wi imrpose, though he disguises the selfishness to him- 
^U and excuses his disregard for those about him by 
of tbe good to be wrought out in his endless 
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earthly future. The characters of Rose GarfieUl and 
Syhil Dacy are cpiito clearly sketched, — the lirst 
gentle, practical, and heallhful ; the other full of fire 
and daring, with an air of mystery that chimes with 
the exaggerated uio^mI of Septimius. What tho story 
might have been with full elaboration, wo can only 
conjecture ; but it would siMim that the author must 
have seen in it some inherent defect, which inducetl 
him (f> give it up after so full an outline was made, 
and begin again on the same themo with a plan so es* 
sentiaily altered. 

"The Dolliver Romance " was l>€gnn (%& a serial for 
the Aflantie Mnnthhf, but only ono part was finished 
for publication. This appeare<l in tho magazine for 
July, 18G1. Two other scenes, not reviseil by the 
author, were found among his papers after his death. 
Tlic story oi>cns with iho figures of an old man and 
a child, — gentle and simple old Grandsir Dolliver, 
who hiis seen all his family fall al)out him except his 
little great-grandchild, Pansic. Some of tho passages 
regarding tho illusions of Ago in connection with the 
oM man aro very p:itlietic : — 

"This weight of years had a perennial novelty 
for tho |H)or sutTercr. He never grew accustomed to 
it, but, long as he had now borne the fratful torpor of 
his warning life, and patient as he seemed, he still re- 
tained an inward consciousness that tlicse stiltened 
shoulders, these quailing knees, this cloudiness of sight 
and brain, this confused forgetfulness of men and af- 
fairs, were troublesome accidents that did not really 
belong to him. lie possibly cherished a half-reoog- 
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niied idea that they might pass away. Youth, how- 
ever eclipsed for a season, is undoubtedly the proper, 
penoaneiit, ami genuine condition of man ; and if we 
Wk closely into tliis dreary delusion of growing old, 
we ihall find that it never absolutely succeeds in lay- 
ing hold of our innermost convictions. A sombre gar- 
ment, woven of life's unrealities, has muffled us from 
our true self, bat within it smiles the young man whom 
ve knew ; tlie ashes of many jierishable things have 
Ulcn ufioii our youthful fire, but beneath them lurk 
^ seeds of inextinguishable flame. So powerful is 
^ii instinctive faith, that men of simple modes of 
chanieter are prone to antcdato its consummation. 
And tlius it happened with poor Grandsir Dolliver, 
who often awoke from an old man's fitful sleep with a 
*eRie that his senile predicament was but a dream of 
^ post night ; and hobbling hastily across the floor 
^ the looking^lass, he would be grievously disap- 
pointed fX behokling the white hair, the wrinkles and 
^iirrows, tlie ashen visngo and bent form, the melan- 
^\! mask of age, in which, as he now rcmemliered, 
^^^ ttrange and sad enchantment had involved him 
''^ years gone by. • • • 

** He longed to be gazed at by the loving eyes now 
c^ ; he shrank from tlie hard stare of them that 
^M him not. Walking the streeU seldom and re- 
'^ctantly, he felt a dreary impulse to elude tlie peo- 
P^i observation, as if with a sense that he had gone 
irrenwably oat of fashk>n, and broken his connecting 
li4s with the net-work of homan life ; or else it was 
^ M^iMira^eeling which we sometimes have in 
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dreams, when we seem to find ourselves wandering 
through a crowded avenue, with the noonday sun upon 
us iu some wild extravagance of dross or nudity." 

In contrast with this is the fierce malice of Colonel 
Dnbney. an agc-strickon old scoimdrcl, who is plotting 
to rob Grandsir Dolliver of the supposed draught of 
immortality which has been left in his care : ** 1 hate 
everything young. As for young people, let mo be 
one of them, and they may exist, — othcnviso not. It 
is a cursed Imd arrangement of tlie world tlwt there 
are young and old here together." 

The character of Grandsir Dolliver is said to have 
been suggested by Mr. Kirkup, an old Englishman, 
an antiquarian and spiritualist, whom Ilawtliome vis- 
ited in Florence, lie is alluded to in '* The Mar- 
bio Faun," and tho visit is detailed at length in the 
**Fi*ench and Italian Journals.*' A little girl of four 
years, Imogen, who lived with him, mode an impres- 
sion on Ilawtliorno's mind, and is no doubt tlio orig- 
inal of Pansie. The correspondence lictween Mr. 
Kirkup, who held high converse with Dante and other 
great spirits, and sunple old GrandKir Dolliver, is 
hardly apparent. 

By this time Hawthorne's health had begun to fail 
rapidly, and it was with great difflculty that he ap- 
plied himself to literary work. Mr. Fields gives some 
extracts from his letters : — 

<* I can't tell you when to expect an instalment of 
the Romance, if ever. There is something preternat- 
ural in my reluctance to l)egin ; I linger at the threshold, 
and have a perception of very disagreeable phantasms 
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to lie oncniiiitcred if I enter. I wUh God hml giTen 
me Uic faculty of writing a sunhhiny book.*' 

''I lion*! see much probability of my having the 
iirst cliapter of tho Romance ready so »oon as yon 
want it. There are two or three chapters ready to be 
writteuy but I am not yet robust enongli to bogin, and 
I feel as if I »liould never carry it through. Bcsitles 
I want to prciSx a little sketch of Thoreau to it, be- 
cause, from a tradition which ho tohl me alK>ut this 
hcNita of mine, I got tho idea of a itouthless man, 
which is now taking a »ha|)o very diiforent from tho 
original one. It seems the tluty of a live literary man 
to per|ietnate the memory of a dead one when tliere 
is Mich fair opportunity an in this cose ; but how Tho- 
reau would flcom me for thinking that /could perpet- 
uate him I Aitii I dou*t think so. 

** Those verses entitled ' Weariness,' in tho last mng- 
azine* seem to mo profoundly touching. I, too, am 
wearj« and liegin to look ahesul for tho Wayside Inn.'* 

*^ I have not yet had courage to read the Dolliver 
proof-slicet, but will set alxiut it soon, though with ter- 
rible reluctance such as I never felt before. ... I 
am most grateful to you for protecting me from that 
wiaitation of the elephant and his cub. • • • If you 
happen to see Hr. , of L , a young man who 
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here last summer, pray tell him anytliing that 
conscience will let yon, to induce him to spare 
another risit, which I know he intended. I really 
am not well, and cannot he disturl>ed by strangers with- 
•uffering than it is worth while to endure.*' 






^ I am not quito up to wriiing yet, but shall make 
an effort as soon as 1 sec any ho|)6 of huccess. You 
ought to lie thankful that (like most other broken- 
down authorK) I do not jiostcr you with decrepit |ki;;ch, 
and iuHist upon your accepting them as full of the old 
spirit and vi^or. That trouble, jxTliaps, still awaits 
you, after I shall have reaclicfl a further stage of de- 
cay. Seriously, my mind h:is, for tho present, lost its 
temper and its line edge, and I liavo an instinct that 
I had lietter keep quiet. Perhaps I shall have a new 
spirit of vigor if I wait quietly for it; perhajM noL" 

In April, 1H04, Hawthorne st:irte<l on a southern 
journoy with Mr. Tickuor, in search of health. They 
went only as far as INiiladoIphia, where Mr. Ticknor 
died after a few liourn* ilhieKS. Hawthorne returned, 
in great grief and deprcsjtion, to Concord. After this 
hS health failcsl very rapidly. In May Franklin 
Pierce planned a journey with him to the Whito 
Mount.VinH. It was h(»|MHl that the mount.iin air, to- 
gether with tho coming of warm weather, might re- 
store him. In IWton, at Mrs. Hawthorne's request, 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes saw him. The following 
is an extract from his re|>ort*:— - 

^ His as|>ect, me<lically considcitxl, was very unfa- 
vorable. ... He was very gentle,, very willing to 
answer questions, very docile to such counsel as I 
onfered him, but evidently had no hope of recovering 
his he;dih. Ho s|K)ko as if his work were done, and 
he should wrife no moi*e. With all his obvious de- 
pression there was no failing noticeable in his conver- 
sational {towers. . . • Tho c:ih*« '^ 
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which be spoke uboat liimsclf confirmed the unfavor- 
ahle opiuiou suggested by his look aiiil history/* 

Oil the 18th of May the friends readied Plymouth, 
l^. ll.yOn their way to the Fronconia Mountains. Haw- 
thorne retired early to rest in his room at the l'e*iii- 
gewassctt House, and before morning jiassed quietly 
aod paiulessly out of life. On the 24th of Ma} he 
was lai«l in the Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, at Conconl. 
The manuscript of his unfinished romance was borne 
opoii the collin. Longfellow, wlio stood beside his 
grmvv with Kmerson, Lowidl, llolfics, Whipple, Ilil- 
lard. Pierce, Channtng, and many others with whom 
1m waa associated in life, wrote of the occasion : — 

Hour beautiful it was. that one bright day, 

In iho lotif; week uf niin I 
Tlioagh aH its spletidur could not chano away 

The omnipresent pain. * 

The lorcly town wns white with npplo-blooins, 

And iIk* );n*at elms o'crhcjwl 
Dnrk uliJiiUiws wove on their aeriid looms,

AcroM the meadows, by the gmy old mause^ 

The historic river flowed ;

«< Septimius Felton " was found among Hawthorne's 
manuscripts, and published serially in the Athntie 
Monthly. In 1872 it appeared in book-form, with a 
preface from tlio hand of his daughter Una, acknowl- 
e<lging the aid received from Mr. Hubert Browning in 
reading the manuscript. In 187G the three fragmenU 
of "The Dolliver Romance** appeared in a volume 
that included also some sketches of travel, two frag- 
menU of the "Jounial of a Solitary Man," which 
socm to have been parts of the same design as the 
'* Pa^iages from a Relinquishetl Work," and some 
othor tales and skgtcliea not before collected. The 
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juunmls wei-e cMlitccl by ^Im. Ilawtlioriie, pulilislicd 
lirM ill the AlhnUlc MoiitMy, ami afterward in hix vol- 
umes ill l»ook-f«>rm. The "Aiiierican Noto-l^ixjks " 
arc cs)H?ciully intcrcBtiiig as giving the firpt sugj^fs- 
lioiis of many of the anther's works, as well as show- 
iii»r liiH nioclc of ohscrviiig mhiutely. AInrh of the 
•*Kii{:li«h Note IVwks" went into " Onr Old Home," 
mufl much of the ludiaii into *• The I^Iaible Faun," 
tliough tlicre is |>ei'bonul matter of interest in all of 

the journals. 

Somo crities have seen in the subjects of Haw- 
tlioriie's art proofs of nnnbidness of mind, have^ writ- 
ten of him OS tt *• weii-d, nudarious genius," and woii- 
€lcre«l that the work* most "lurid" shouhl have sprung 
from his happiest yeai-s. Tliis is simply fo wonder 
that a man's imagination should be strongest and frcc- 
eftt when his affections are most at rest, and his ideal 
of life most nearly satisfietl. It is to confute the art 
of the author with the cree<l of the man. No doubt 
the cliok» of subjects which Hawthorne made for 
imngiiiativo handling was duo to several contribut- 
ing caases, — causes lying partly in his surroundings, 
partly in his intellectual inheritiuico, not at all in his 
affections or in his disposition towaiil the world iu 
geiicniL First, his inheritance and associations as a 
0on of Puritans, which gave him an understanding of 
Uie Puritan view of life, — a thing wholly different 
from a historic knowledge of the Puritan thcolo^jy and 
fonnulatefl ethics,— the difference lietwccn a system 
in tlieory and a system applied to life by generations 
till it has become not rules but instincts. This in- 
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heritance made him at homo in the Puritan mind and 
conscience. Second, perhaps, of the influences acting 
on his choice of subjecu was Uie lock, of which he 
himself complained, of materhd for romance in the 
new and monotonous life of America. The field for 
romance, which in any cose would have been most pro- 
ductive and was most untried, was almost the only one 
in American life which offered material for strong 
effects. Added to these was his own inexperience 
of life,— an inexperience, indeed, which was krgely 
voluntary, but which prevented him from gaining nm- 
terial for original work in the more onlinary linos of 

romance. 

Hawthorne left a widow and three children. Mrs. 
Hawthorne, who edited his " Note-Books," and pub- 
lished a volume of her own, *' Notes in England and 
Italy," died in London in 1871. Una, the eldest 
dantrhter, died unmarried. Julian is well known as 
a novelist and essayist Rose, who lias liad conskior- 
ahlo success as an artist, is the wife of Mr. George 
P. Lothrop, autlior of ** A Study of Hawdiome."
